Representative Edward E. 
Mahalak (D) Romulus is 
CP-sponsor of a bill, recently 
approved by the House of 
Representatives, which will 
give intermediate school 
districts greater ability to 
carry on special programs for 
mentally handicapped 
children. 

The bill (HB 3920) passed 
the House by a 71 to 0 vote 
and is now under 
consideration by the Senate. 


“This legislation,” 
Mahalak said, "will increase 
the ability of intermediate 
school districts to provide 
services for the retarded. 
Under terms of the bill, as 
approved in the House, the 
intermediate districts would 
have new and needed 
authority to buy, construct, 
lease or otherwise acquire 
facilities to conduct a 
program for trainable 
mentally handicapped 
persons." 

He pointed out that under

Federal Grant Is Approved 
For Summer Job-Training 


A £ 33,883 Federal Grant 
to ti^p finance a tumnkr 
job-traWiing program was 
announced this week by 
Congressman William D. Ford 
(D-15th District). 

The grant was approved by 
the Office of Economic 
Opportunity (OEO) for the 
Wayne County OEO, which 
will provide an additional 
$10,477 in local funds. 

Target of the five-month 
program will be 6,000 
youths, aged 14 through 25, 
in eight communities, 
including four in the 15th 
Congressional District — 
Taylor, Romulus, Inkster and 
Sumpter Township. 

The other four 
municipalities are Ecorse. 


River Rouge, Highland Park 
and Hamtramck. 

Congressman Ford said 
that the summer program, to 
begin July 1, is designed to 
identify a variety of job slots 
which will provide work 
experience and training for 
low income y?uths, and then 
recruit candidates for the 
jobs. 

“The young people 
themselves will be involved in 
the planning, organizing and 
implementation of their own 
educational and 
job-development activities," 
Ford said. 

Richard Howlett, acting 
director of the Wayne County 


OEO, said that yciu.'g people 
on Youth Councils in«.-chof 
the .eight target wttY 
uirea flT&^jair sekrt6 and 
recruitment. 

Congressman Ford said 
that the program will be 
especially useful during the 
current recession, with 
unemployment in Michigan 
nearing eight percent. 

"It has been estimated that 
two-thirds of high school 
seniors graduating this spring 
will not be able to find 
employment," Ford said. 
“This program, at least in the 
chosen areas, should help a 
lot of them find jobs that will 
lead to further training and 
permanent employment." 


Mahalak’s Bill Will Aid 
School District’s Program 


present law intermediate 
districts are restricted as to 
their programs for retarded 
children. “They can operate 
or contract for programs for 
trainable retarded children, 
but are not allowed to 
provide the proper facilities 
for these programs. This is 
doing only half the job," 
Mahalak stated. “This bill 
would help eliminate present 
inadequate facilities by giving 
the intermediate districts the 
means to acquire funds for 
the construction and 
maintenance of facilities 
when local districts will not 
assume this responsibility." 

He added, “This legislation 
is a major step in assuring the 
parents of every* mentally 
handicapped child that there 
will be accessible facilities to 
train their child to the fullest 
of his ability." 

As a safeguard against 
abuse of borrowing power, 
Mahalak noted, borrowing 
and bonding for mentally 
retarded training facilities is 
limited in the bill to 1.5 per 
cent of the total assessed 
valuation of the intermediate 
district for 30 years. 

Also, borrowing must be 
approved by the voters in the 
district. 

“Hopefully, the Senate 
will act on this bill as soon as 
possible,” Mahalak said. 
“This is seriously needed 
legislation.

Island 4-H’ers Learn To Fly 


BEAVER ISLAND, MICH. 
— This northern Lake 
Michigan island is unique in 
many ways, but is especially 
unique in the world of 4-H. 

The domain of King 
Strang and a colony of 
Mormons in the 1800’s “is 
one of the few, if not the 
only, 4-H flying club in the 
United States aiming for TOO 
percent official pilot 
certification,” points out 
Keith Lamkin, extension 4-H 
youth agent for the Emmet, 
Charlevoix and Cheboygan 
county area. 

William Welke, a Beaver 
Island resident formerly of 
Wallpd Lake, serves as leader 
for «**4-H flying club. 


The professional pilot 
owns and operates two planes 
and has carved a landing strip 
out of a forest on his 
property a few miles south of 
St. James, the port town of 
the 6 by 12 mile island about 
40 miles west of Mackinaw 
City. 

Welke recently explained 
that since last October he has 
been teaching the all-boy 
group general aviation 
information and Federal 
Aeronautics Administration 
(FAA) regulations. A stack of 
well-worn FAA flight 
regulation manuals, creased 
maps and a display of 
dexterity with course-altitude 
calculators by several of the 
boys sup ported the 
statement. 

“What are the four factors 
affecting an airplane in 
flight?” Welke asked a 
14 -year-old. 

‘Thrust, drag, gravity and 
lift,” the young man 
answered quickly. 

Welke predicted, “We 
should have a couple of boys 
out of this group with pilot 
licenses by next year. Some 


will be qualified sooner but 
will have to wait until they 
are 16 years of age — the 
minimum age for private pilot 
license certification.” 

He pointed out that the 
boys are attentive and 
develop a rapid understanding 
of the voluminous materials. 

“Maybe they just want to 
be able to get away from here 
in the winter,” he said 
half-jokingly in reference to 
the some 200 permanent 
residents’ isolated condition 
when Lake Michigan freezes, 
stopping ferry boat trips to 
the mainland. Then airplanes 
are the only means of 
transportation to and from 
the island. 

The boys have been 
meeting with Welke every 


Tuesday evening at the 
island’s single school. 

“This has been an 
enriching experience for these 
young people considering 
their limited opportunities,” 
emphasizes one of the four 
Roman Catholic nuns who 
serve as teachers for the 
kindergarten through twelfth 
grade public school. 

All 14 of the boys in the 
club have flown with Welke. 
The boys — 11 to 16 years of 
age — start flying lessons in 
Welke’s two-seater this 
summer after demonstrating a 
thorough understanding of 
instrument reading flying 
regulations, mapTeading, 
course plotting anjd other 
required material. 


Another Fourth 

I t has often been said that U.S. citizens have lived 
in a condition of freedom for so long they have 
forgotten the evils of oppression. 

We take for granted the individual worth of a 
person, equal rights under the law, acceptance of 
government as a protector and referee for all citizens 
and the presumption of innocence until proven 
guilty.

deep-rooted psychological mind-set of their 
monarchical heritage.

Famous Rouge Plant Tour Warning Issued 

Is A Summertime 'Must’ 


Now’s the time to add 
another “must” to the list of 
summertime things to do - 
tour Ford Motor Company’s 
world-famous Rouge 
manufacturing area in 
Dearborn, Mich.

The final assembly tour 
dramatizes how, through 
careful planning and 
split-second timing, parts and 
sub-assemblies for all body 
styles meet on the final 
assembly line at just the right 
moment to make each Cougar 
or Mustang as ordered. 

By the time each car 
reaches the end of the 
1,000-foot assembly line, 
more than 15,000 parts have 
been assembled and the 
finished automobile is driven 
away under its own power - 
at the rate of one car every 
55 seconds. 

During model changeover 
beginning the end of June, 
the final assembly line will be 
closed to visitors, but tours of 
the steel and stamping 
operations will continue.

“shutterbugs” can 


photograph friends and 
family in new-model Ford 
Motor Company cars, trucks, 
tractors and recreational 
vehicles parked on a terrace 
adjoining the reception 
lobby.

LANSING - Watch out 
for “blow-ups” on concrete 
highways on hot afternoons 
in early summer, the 
Department of State 
Highways warns motorists. 

The blow-ups occur at 
pavement joints, usually in 
late afternoon after a day of 
intense heat. 

Michigan’s temperatures 
have varied from a 51 degrees 
below zero in winter to 112 
above in summer. 

Concrete expands and 
contracts under heat and cold 
so engineers build expansion 
joints into concrete highways. 
After a highway has been in 
use for a number of years, 
however, moisture, sand, 
stones and gravel sometimes 
work into the joint, causing it 
to “fail” under extreme 
temperatures. When this 
happens, chunks of concrete 
pop or “blow up” at the 
joint, causing a hazard to 
driving and requiring 
immediate attention.

Feminine First-Mates Get 
Boating’s First-Aid Tips 


In this dawning Age of 
Aquarius, it is entire families 
that “go down to the sea in 
ships.” Boating, in the last 
decade, has grown to be a 
family sport. 

In his role as captain, the 
pater families keeps the craft 
shipshape, the boat on 
course, and the crew (usually 
a gaggle of small fry) out of 
trouble. The first-mate, 
otherwise known as Mom, is 
in charge of the galley and 
the first-aid department. 

While checking out the 
larder, the Bayer Company 
suggests, you should also 
make a close check on the 
first-aid cabinet aboard ship. 
Being prepared when illness 
or accident strikes is half the 
battle, since medical 
assistance is usually a long 
way off. 

Every boat, no matter 
what its size, should have a 
supply of the following: 
several rolls of bandage, 
adhesive bandages and tape, 
alcohol, a soothing, 
medicated cream or spray, 
aspirin for relieving pain, 
seasickness pills, an 
antiseptic, tweezers for 
removing splinters. 

At the outset, Mom and 
Dad should know how to 
handle certain problems that 
turn up when boating. First, 
of course, is sunburn. If the 
bum is severe or blistered, see 
your doctor. For a moderate 
bum, a soothing, medicated 
cream or spray applied after a 
gentle, cool shower will offer 
soothing relief. Take a couple 
of aspirins to relieve the pain. 
Light, loose clothing will be 
less abrasive to sensitive areas. 

Sunstroke is another 
possibility, and it can be very 
dangerous. Symptoms are 
high body temperature with 
flushed and dry skin. Get to a 


doctor as quickly as possible. 

In the meantime, you can 
reduce the body’s 
temperature by having the 
person lie down in a cool 
place with head and shoulders 
elevated. Apply cold water or 
ice to the head. Wrapping in 
wet sheets or putting him 
into a shower of cold water 
will also help reduce the 
fever. 

If the small fry pick up 
splinters while playing on the 
dock, carefully clean the area 
with alcohol. Pick cut the 
splinter with either a tweezer 
or a needle that has been 
sterilized over flame. Wash 
the area again and apply an 
adhesive bandage. 

Every ship should have 
this hard and fast rule: each 
child must wear a life 
preserver at all times. It 
should be the approved type 
that insures that a child 
falling into the water will 
automatically float face up 
until he is rescued. 

All members of the crew, 
furthermore, should know 
how to administer artificial 
respiration. The victim should 
be placed on his or her back. . 
Lift the neck and tilt the 
head back. Hold the victim’s 
nostrils closed, take a deep 
breath and place your mouth 
completely over the victim’s 
mouth, so no air escapes. 
Blow air into the mouth until 
you see the chest rise. At this 
point, remove your mouth 
and let the victim exhale. 
Repeat about 12 times a 
minute. 

For infants and small 
children, place your mouth 
over the child’s mouth and 
nose. Babies require only 
small puffs of air from 
rescuer’s cheeks. Repeat 20 
to 30 times per minute. Be 
sure not to tilt the infant’s 


head back too far. 

With everything under 
control, it should be smooth 
sailing ahead all summer long! 


NEW BOSTON - The 
Huron Board of Education 
voted June 15th to engage an 
attorney to set aside the 
present sewer tap-in fees 
charged to the District by the 
Huron Township. 

Explaining the Board 
action Monday, 
Superintendent Bryon 
Antcliff said that the District 
is being assessed $66,500 for 
the sewer tap-in. 

Antcliff said that this 
charge is based on an 
assessment of a fiat fee of 
$500 per room. Antcliff said, 
for example, the fee for the 
Hannan Road School is 
$14,000, 

The Superintendent said 
that Huron Township 
Supervisor George Angel was 
in attendance at the Board 
meeting to explain the 
Township’s charges to the 
School District. Antcliff said 
that Angel had said that the 
tap-in fees were drawn up on 
the advice of bonding 
experts, and that tap-in fees 
would help cover further 
sewer expansion in the Huron 
Township. 

The Superintendent said 


that the School District had 
presented figures to the 
Township officials stating 
that the School District 
believed the fees to be too 
high. 

Citing the Hannan Road 
School tap-in fee of $14,000 
Antcliff explained that the 
tap-in Figure for a school of 
the same size in the 
Woodhaven School District 
was only $500. 

Antcliff said that the 
Board had voted to hire the 
attorney Kirby Wilson to 
represent them in this matter. 


Speaking for the School 
Board, Board President Carl 
Rush said Monday afternoon, 
“The action (to hire an 
attorney) on the Board’s part 
results from an offer by a 
citizens group to pay for the 
legal costs to attempt to 
reduce the amount of the 
tap-in charge.” 

Rush explained that upon 
the advice of the attorney, 
the Board accepted the offer, 
and formally passed a 
resolution to engage an 
attorney. 

Rush added that the 


Board’s action does not 
necessarily mean the Board is 
going to take this to court.

Summer Arives 


On Father’s Day 


ANN ARBOR — Summer 
officially arrived on Father’s 
Day (June 21) this year, 
giving fathers the most daylit 
hours of any day in the year 
to enjoy themselves. 

At 2:43 p.m. Michigan 
time (3:43 p.m. EDT) on 
Sunday the sun will reach 
summer solstice, its most 
northerly point and most 
direct position over the 
northern hemisphere, notes 
University of Michigan 
astronomer Hazel M. Losh. 

The event will be marked 
by a 15-hour day and 9-hour 
night, the longest day and 
shortest night of the year. 

We will also receive the 
most solar heat in any 
24-hour period of the year on 
Sunday, Prof. Losh says. But, 
she adds, we probably would 
not get our hottest day for 
another month or more. This 
is because the earth will 
continue to receive more 
solar heat than it gives off at 
night until about Aug. 1, 
when intake and output 
become equal. 

In the meantime, the 
earth’s atmosphere will act 
like a blanket for the heat. 
Temperatures should keep 
soaring till the end of July. 

Prof. Losh notes that the 
earth is about 3 million miles 
farther from the sun during 
our summers than during the 


winters. This makes our 
seasons a bit milder than 
those in the southern 
hemisphere. And, because the 
earth moves a little slower in 
its orbit around the sun 
during our summers, we 
enjoy slightly longer summers 
than winters.

1 can (16 oz.) tomatoes 

1/2 cup all-purpose barbecue sauce 

1 can (7 oz.) tuna, drained and flaked 

1/2 cup chopped green pepper 

1 tablespoon cornstarch 

3/4 cup water 

1 tablespoon chopped parsley 

2 cups packaged enriched pre-cooked rice 


Saute onion and celery in butter in a large skillet until 
onion is tender but not browned. Add shrimp and saute, 
stirring frequently, until shrimp turns pink— about 3 
minutes. Add tomatoes, barbecue sauce, tuna, and green 
pepper. Combine cornstarch and water add to shrimp 
mixture. Bring to a boil. Reduce heat; simmer creole 5 
minutes, stirring occasionally. Sprinkle with parsley.

Barbecue Beef Stew 

2 pounds boneless chuck, cut in 
1-1/2-inch cubes 

1/4 cup salad oil or meat drippings 
1-1/2 cups water 
1 cup all-purpose barbecue sauce 

1 can (8 oz.) small whole onions 

2 medium carrots, cut in 2-inch slices 
1/2 teaspoon salt 

Saute meat in oil in heavy saucepan or Dutch oven until 
evenly browned. Add water and barbecue sauce. Cover and 
simmer until meat is almost tender— about 1 hour and 15 
minutes. Add onions, carrots, and salt. Continue cooking 
until carrots are tender-about 45 minutes. Garnish with 
parsley, if desired. Makes about 4 cups or 4 servings. 


Savory Stuffed Cabbage 

6 medium or large cabbage leaves 
Salted water 
1 egg, slightly beaten 

1 teaspoon salt 

1/4 cup finely chopped onion 
1/2 cup milk 

1/2 cup all purpose barbecue sauce 
1/2 pound ground beef 
1/2 pound ground pork 

2/3 cup hot prepared packaged enriched pre-cooked rice 

2 tablespoons butter 
1/2 cup water 

Boil cabbage leaves in salted water for about 3 minutes, 
drain. Combine egg, salt, onjon, milk, and 1/4 cup of the 
barbecue sauce mix well. Add beef, pork, and rice, mix 
lightly. Place 1/2 cup of the meat mixture in center of each 
cabbage leaf. Fold sides and ends of leaves over meat 
mixture; secure with wooden picks. Saute in butter in a 
skillet about 5 minutes, or until golden on both sides. Add 
remaining barbecue sauce and the water. Cover and cook 40 
minutes, basting twice during cooking. Cook, uncovered, 5 
minutes longer. Makes 6 servings.

Makes A Difference 


A good breakfast not only 
provides fuel for the body, 
but also contributes to a 
happier, more alert 
personality, said Anita Dean, 
foods specialist with Michigan 
State University. 

Studies show that children 
who eat ample breakfasts 
improve their learning ability 
and are better-behaved in 
school. This shows up when 
they’re better able to 
socialize with other children. 

Grown-ups, too, need the 
energy provided by a 
high-protein breakfast to help 
them through the morning ~ 
especially that mid-morning 
“slump.” 

People who eat an 
adequate breakfast do more 
work during the late morning 
hours, are quicker in their 
reactions and do not tire as 
easily. 

The basic breakfast that 


will give you the protein, 
minerals and vitamins you 
need consists of fruit juice, 
cereal or bread or both, and 
milk or eggs or both. You 
may want to have a beverage 
such as coffee or tea, too. 

You can vary' this from 
day to day so your family 
won’t get tired of eating 
breakfast. An occasional 
addition of ham, muffins, 
bacon or waffles will help 
convince your family that 
breakfast can be an inviting 
meal, Mrs. Dean suggested. 

And what about the old 
fallacy that skipping 
breakfast is a sure way to lose 
weight? It just isn’t so. It’s 
the total calories that count 
and it’s best to divide these 
among three or more meals a 
day. 

The person who skips 
breakfast is likely to be extra 
hungry by lunchtime, and 
tends to eat more then.

Plastic, much like that 
used in children’s toys, is now 
helping to protect 
underground telephone 
cables. 

The new plastic pipe has a 
number of advantages that 
make its use attractive in 
underground installations, 
said T. (Mike) White, engineer 
of outside plant for the 
Michigan Bell Telephone 
Company. 

The principal benefit is 
that the plastic protective 
sheathing, called “conduit” in 
telephone terminology, is 
more waterproof. Also it’s 
lighter and more flexible to 
work with, making it easier to 
curve around underground 
obstructions. 

Telephone cables are 
placed underground when 
possible. This protects the 
cables from possible service 
interruptions caused by 
storms or other types of 
damage. And, it helps keep 
the environment more 
natural. But, underground 
cables also can be problems 
to the telephone companies. 

“One of our biggest causes 
of trouble is water seeping 
into underground cables. A 
wet cable can short out, 
cutting off phone calls and 
other communications,” 
White said. 

The new plastic conduit 
can be chemically “welded.” 
This bonding makes it more 
waterproof than other types 
of conduit and should reduce 
the number of phone service 
short outs. 

* In some areas as many as 
36 underground cables may 
be located near a telephone 
central office or In a major 
communications “highway” 
between cities. When a 
number of phone cables are 
needed, Michigan Bell 
generally puts the cables in 
conduit. This usually is 
42-inch blocks of concrete or 
tile with from six to n.ne 
holes extending through it 
lengthwise. 

Digging up streets, 
sidewalks and landscapes to 
add new phone cables is 
expensive. So, enough 
conduit is placed at one time 
to meet anticipated 
communications needs for 25 
to 40 years. This cuts 


construction costs and 
thereby helps keep telephone 
bills low. White said. 

Once the conduit system is 
underground, telephone 
cables can be added 
economically and as required 
to keep paco with 
communication r.eedr.. To 
add cable, a truck -me unted 
winch line is fastened to a 
length of phone cable. Then, 
the cable is pulled into the 
underground conduit. 
Splicers working in manholes, 
located every block or two, 
join the individual wires 
together. 

The plastic conduit is 16 
times lighter than concrete, 
reducing shipping costs. 


Because the tubes come in 
20-foot lengths, fewer 
connections are reqiirt'Ct ti 
join the plastic than are 
necessary with the 42-inch 
concrete blocks. 

The plastic tubing can be 
used individually or stacked 
up in racks holding as many 
as 36. In areas where added 
protection is needed, the 
racks of plastic conduit can 
be encased in concrete. 


The new plastic material 
costs more initially. However, 
White noted that as more 
experience is gained with the 
use of this conduit, it is 
anticipated that lower 
installation costs will result.

Bill Would Revise Licensing 


ROMULUS — A House 
Bill No. 4709, introduced by 
State Representative Edward 
E. Mahalak (D) Romulus, 
would revise the State law on 
driver licensing to more 
adequately cover servicemen, 
while in the service, has 
passed the House and has 
been sent to the Senate 
Committee on Highways. 

The Mahalak bill would 
exempt a serviceman for 30 
days after his discharge. “This 
clarifies the present law,” 
Mahalak explained. “It gives a 
man who is just out of the 
armed forces and who is 
usually busy re-adjusting to 
civilian life sufficient time to 
apply for his new driver’s 
license. This bill is 
particularly needed now 
because of the large numbers 
of Vietnam veterans who are 
returning home. 


The Mahalak proposal 
does stipulate, however, that 
the serviceman would have to 
certify his status while on 


active duty annually after his 
old driver’s license expires in 
order to be eligible for the 
30-day exemption after his 
discharge. 

House Bill 4709 would 
also exempt from a Michigan 
driver license any member of 
the armed forces of the 
United States, stationed in 
Michigan, who is a resident of 
another State and has a valid 
license issued by his home 
State. 


‘‘This is another 
clarification of the existing 
law,’’ Mahalak added. “It 
makes little sense to demand 
that a serviceman who has a 
valid driver license from 
another State also obtain a 
license in Michigan just 
because he is temporarily 
stationed in Michigan just 
changes which I propose in 
the law are courtesies which 
can be extended to 
servicemen without any 
danger to public safety.”

NEW YORK If the New 
York season has been slim, 
then musicals have been on a 
starvation diet, for in no area 
of the legitimate stage are 
costs so high and losses so 
great. Yet the season has seen 
at least two great musicals,

“Company” shines with a 
hard New York gloss, set in a 
metallic stage full of elevators 
and other apartmental 
verticals, suggesting an 
upward and downward 
mobility in more ways than 
one. 


UP Sportsmens’ Dream 
Sparks State Controversy 


LANSING-Money to start 
building a $250,000 fish 
ladder to attract steelhead 
trout into the scenic Presque 
Isle River is locked up in a 
House-Senate bargaining 
room. 

Lawmakers have chosen 
up sides between the Upper 
Peninsula and southeastern 
Michigan. 

The big issues are the size 
of the project, estimated to 
eventually cost $1.3 million, 
and the place it occupies on 
the Department of Natural 
Resources scale of priorities. 

Sideline battles are being 
fought over the possibility 
the fish ladder will destroy 
the esthetic value of the river

versus the lure to well-heeled 
sportsmen carrying money to 
the region. 

“This would make only 
400 feet of river overall 
available to fish,” said Rep. 
Thomas J. Anderson 
(D Southgate). “That’s why 
I’m screaming.” 

Upper Peninsula legislators 
have sought the ladder for 
years and, in 1968, got 
$75,000 in planning money. 
Now the plans are ready and 
the first ladder needs money 
for construction. 

The appropriation cleared 
the Senate appropriations 
committee, the capital outlay 
committee, was approved by 
the Senate and ran into a

buzz saw in the House. 

Anderson and Rep. Warren 
Goemaere (D-Roseville) led a 
fight to block it on the House 
Conservation Committee. 
Then the appropriations 
committee, with two Upper 
Peninsula members, approved 
it. 

The raging floor debate in 
the House rattled the glass 
ceiling. The issue was 
defeated, but the entire bill 
was tossed into a 
House-Senate conference 
committee. 

“I’m a little pessimistic 
now,” said Rep. John D. 
Payant (R-Kingsford). “There 
has been overwhelming 
opposition from the members 
from southeastern Michigan. 

‘They’re arguing that it is 
too much money serving too 
few people.” 

Rep. Russell R. Heilman 
(D-Dollar Bay) said the first 
steps have been taken and the 
first money has been 
appropriated and that the job 
should be pursued. 

“The only reason we need 
the extra money now is to 
make sure we preserve the 
esthetic value of the area,” he 
said. “This will return more 
than the cost in 
naturally-spawned flngerlings 
in five years.” 

Ranged against the 
appropriation at this time are 
the powerful Michigan United 
Conservation Clubs and the 
Sierra Club who have 
opposed it here. 

Anderson said the 
$250,000 would only finance 
the ladder at Manido Falls, 
the first of seven falls south 
of Lake Superior, that further 
ladders will have to be built. 

Upper Peninsula legislators 
contend that most fish will be 
able to stair-step up the more 
gradual falls after Manido 
without an elaborate ladder. 


Manido Falls has a 21-foot 
drop.

Part of the Anderson- 
Goemaere opposition is 
aimed at Senator Joseph S. 
Mack (D-Ironwood) who 
shepherd the bill through 
the Senate. 

“Mack has promised he 
will get this pork chop for the 
Upper Peninsula,” Anderson 
said. “The Presque Isle is a 
very scenic river and its 
attraction should be 
preserved.” 

Ralph A. MacMullan, 
director of the Department of 
Natural Resources, supports 
the idea but feels the money 
could be better used 
elsewhere in the conservation 
program. 

“I would reaffirm that this 
fish passage is both feasible 
and desirable,” he said in a 
letter to Heilman. “It can be 
constructed so as not to 
jeopardize the falls or detract 
from the esthetic quality. 

•‘It is not ‘bad 
conservation.* The only 
reason it has not been 
assigned a high department 
priority is because of high 
construction costs as 
compared to other urgently 
needed fisheries projects.” 

Wayne H. Tody, chief of 
the fisheries division, agreed 
with MacMullan that other 
new fisheries would have a 
greater “cost-benefit” ratio 
than the Presque Isle project. 

He said that providing a 
fish passage up to Yondota 
Falls would make 146 miles 
of new spawning habitat for 
steel head and other 
anadromous fish. 

“Based on an estimate of 

500.000 square yards of 
suitable spawning habitat and 
over 2 million square yards of 
rearing area, we can estimate 
an annual steelhead smolt 
production of 100,000 to 

200.000 fish.” 


Director Harold Prince and 
choreographer Michael 
Bennett keep the action 
extremely fluid, preferring to 
create a mood more than to 
tell a story. “Company” thus 
is like a stroll through a chic 
cocktail party, catching 
snatches of a dozen 
conversations, blending into 
each other to create its own 
mood. 

The cast achieves 
repertory status, without 
individual emphasis, although 
a dance of Donna McKechnie 
and a moment of tragedy by 
Elaine Stritch stand out. 

Ossie D a v i s’ “Puriie 
Victorius” reduced the racial 
problems of the south to 
cartoon dimensions, complete 
with plantation owner and 
shuffling darkies. Davis, in 
adapting his work with Philip 
Rose and Peter Udell for the 
musical, “Puriie,” at the 


Broadway, had totally 
abandoned himself to the 
cartoon, seeking to create a 
parable. It almost works. 

The sets and characters are 
Walt Disney, circa 1940. 
“Puriie” is inoffensive for it is 
unreal. Puriie is a 
self-ordained minister fighting 
the allegory of good and evil 
with Stonewall Jackson 
Cotchipee, 01’ Cap’n, a 
plantation owner with whom 
Puriie vies for the control of a 
ramshackle church which he 
plans to use as the 
springboard for a quest for 
freedom. 

His fellow puppets include 
his Uncle Tom brother and 
his mammyish sister-in-law, 
and Lutiebelle, a dimwitted 
girl he plans to use in his 
scheme. 

The Gary Geld-Udell score 
accepts the upbeat, certainly 
appropriate for commenting 


on how well the darkies sing 
and dance, but the 
production troves at far too 
dogged a pace to sustain one 
note for 2 x n hours. Somehow 
director Rose emphatically 
welds cast and audience, 
tiring as the effort is. 

Clevon Little and John 
Heffernan, as Puriie and 01’ 
Cap’n, are suitably 
implausible; only Melba 
Moore, as Lutiebelle who 
cannot escape her slave 
mentality, occasionally 
breaks through to destroy the 
illusion of unreality with a 
plaintive note.

James will soon

to register any complaints 
about its structural flaws. Go 
argue with an institution. 

But “Dolly” is still vital,

I 
left the theater enthusiastically 
humming the score 
which, my first review, years 
back, called undistinguished.

Hudson’s Gets Ready 
For Fireworks Show 


More than half a million 
people are expected to crowd 
the banks of the Detroit 
River July 1 for The J. L. 
Hudson Company’s 12th 
annual fireworks show which 
highlights the Detroit- 
Windsor International 
Freedom Festival. The 
fireworks spectacular is 
scheduled to begin at 9 p.m. 


Five tons of multi-colored, 
brilliant fireworks will burst 
at heights of 300 to 600 feet 
into the night sky. 
Everybody’s favorite 
fireworks will be included: 
chrysanthemum shells, 
parachute, artillery, thunder, 
comet and peony shells. This 
year’s grand finale will 
feature total color 
transformations. The sky will 
change from solid red to 
silver to yellow, blue, green, 
as the fireworks burst above 
the Detroit River. 


The fireworks displays are 
under the direction of James 
Sorgi, a fifth generation 
pyrotechnician and owner of 
the American Fireworks

boxes of mortars braced in 75 
tons of sand.

The center barge 
is ured only for the grand 


finale. The big show’s barges 
are anchored midway 
between the American and 
Canadian shores.

Bridge and the Belle Isle 
Bridge from 8 to 10 p.m.; 
traffic control and routing for 
the thousands of cars which 
will crow 4 the downtown 
area.

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Reapportionment Looms 
As A Vital Issue 


Because of the 1970 census, only recently 
completed, western Wayne County will be 
gaining representation at almost every 
government level. 

It is possible that the next U.S. 
Congressman in the 15th and 19th Districts 
will be elected from an area much smaller 
than the present districts and it is possible 
that most of these districts will be in western 
Wayne County. 

The next State Senators from western 
Wayne County will represent a much smaller 
area, and even fewer people than at present. 
The 13th State Senate District is currently 
the largest in population in the state. 

Western Wayne county voters will send 
more persons to the House of 
Representatives in Lansing than ever before. 
Each individual district will become smaller in 
area. 

Similarly, the balance of power on the 
Board of County Commissioners may swing 
to out-county areas, and western Wayne 
County will be one of the beneficiaries of 
that swing. 

What is more, each person in the Western 
Wayne County area will find his vote is going 
to be worth more when he goes to the polls. 

All of this will happen because of a fairly 
recent invention called reapportionment. 
Reapportionment means that congressional, 
state senate, state representative and county 
commission district must all be adjusted to 
make sure that each district includes roughly 
the same number of persons. 

This is called the one-man, one-vote 
mechanism for making sure that each citizen 
has a proportionate share of power to move 
his government. 

It wasn’t always this way, of course. 
Senator Everett M. Dirksen of Illinois was 
fighting right up to the time of his death to 
give states the right to have at least one 
house of their legislatures apportioned on a 
population and area basis. 


If you live in the city or suburbs, 
one-man, one-vote is a fine idea. To rural 
voters, it represents the loss of considerable 
power. 

So, in the next session of the Michigan 
State Legislature, the 1970 census 
population figures will be consulted and 
planning for the drawing of legislative 
districts in western Wayne and the rest of 
Michigan will begin. 

It is likely to be a long struggle and a 
politically damaging period for Michigan. 
With the political futures of some legislators 
at stake, there will probably be no way to 
completely satisfy everyone. 

Following the 1960 census, the state 
legislature fought for four yeais before the 
State Supreme Court finally decreed a 
reapportionment plan. There was chaos for 
sometime, and one might remember that 
Michigan elected a Congressman -at- Large in 
1962 because there had been no 
apportionment decision. 

We are concerned that the 1970’s will 
bring another long and useless battle over 
reapportionment. There is no reason why it 
could not happen again. 

This result would be unfortunate in 
western Wayne. For one thing, a battle 
would put off the time when the rapidly 
growing areas of Western Wayne would gain 
the representation they have been waiting to 
get since 1961. By the time a decision is 
made, it could mean that the census figures 
will already be out of date. 

In addition, a political infight of some 
duration would inevitably mean less 
attention to the problems of the State, and 
no one can afford that. 

The representatives Michigan elects to the 
state legislature this year will make the 
decision on how Michigan will be 
reapportioned. During the coming campaign, 
let us ask the candidates what they think 
about this issue — a vital one for western 
Wayne County. 


Administrative Raises 


Unfair To Students 


The grim spectre of half-day sessions last 
year in some Livonia public schools seemed 
only a figment of the imagination last week 
as the Board of Education approved 
whopping salary raises for nearly all 
administrative personnel. 

Money was no object as board members 
unanimously okayed the largest wage 
increase of ail to Supt. Rolland H. Upton, 
upon whose recommendation half-day 
classes were instituted. 

The nearly 17 per cent salary for Upton, 
from $30,000 annually to $35,000, made 
pay hikes of four to nine per cent in the new 
teacher’s contract look like those from 
another planet! 

Also given the board’s blessing were 
salary boasts from $27,500 to $30,000 for 
the newly-created position of deputy 
superintendent, from $24,000 to $25,900 
for personnel director, from $24,000 to 
$26,500 for two directors of education, and 
from $21,500 to $24,500 for business 
manager. 

Healthy pay increases also were handed 
out to almost all of the Livonia district’s 
administrative personnel, including high 
school and elementary principals. 

This action of the Livonia board in 
granting administrative pay boosts ranging to 
17 per cent is an insult to the taxpayers of 
the school district! Last year, the board 
waged an intensive propaganda campaign to 
convince affected mothers and fathers of the 
absolute need for half-day sessions and of 
the dire financial straits of the school 
system. 

Now a few short months later, a “miracle” 
has occurred which has transformed the 
financial status of the Livonia School 
District from one of near bankruptcy (if one 
were to believe last year’s weekly 
communiques) into one of impregnable 
solvency. 

Last year, district residents were treated 
to the school administration’s alibis for 
half-days. These included the unrealistic 


policy of cutting school programs and 
services across the board (not enough could 
be saved) and claims that revenues coming 
from the state were considerably less than 
anticipated. 

All of a sudden this year, and at a very 
early time in the new budget year, we are 
given to believe that plenty of money is on 
hand to meet all contingencies, including the 
all important one of sizable salary increases 
for the staff of administrators, the same 
people who last year urged the board to 
institute half days! 

In one respect, district taxpayers deserve 
this crowning insult to their intelligences and 
to their pocketbooks. The apathy and 
indifference shown by Livonia School 
District residents at the recent school 
election leaves them no excuse for decisions 
made by a board elected by so few voters. 

In view of the board’s drastic action last 
year in okaying half-day classes and this 
year’s move to dispense unwarranted pay 
boosts to administrative personnel, we urge 
an impartial and objective review of the 
school district’s financing by a neutral group 
of accountants. 

Cost of the undertaking could be 
financed by donations from district 
residents under sponsorship of a citizen 
body created for the purpose of studying 
school finances. 

The plan is a workable and practical one 
in view of irate district parents last year who 
banded together to take the fight for 
restoration of full-day classes to the 
Michigan Supreme Court. 

Whatever the cost of a project to find out 
what is really going on financially in the 
Livonia School District, taxpayers will be 
many dollars ahead in the long run. Answers 
must be obtained as to how the school 
district can jump from a position of 
insufficient funds to assure a quality 
education to one of more than enough cash 
to hand out liberal pay hikes to top 
administrative staff members. 


Questions Need Answering

Is it worth it to buy insurance these days? 

Auto, home, fire, life, etc. It seems that John Q. 
Public is plagued by high premiums, slow action 
on claims and the constant fear of cancellations. 
Surveys have been taken, comments made, yet the 
pall of the insurance companies hangs over all of 
us. 

Auto insurance claims up to $1,000 have not 
been reported for fear of cancellation. People 
whose homes have been hit by fire have waited as 
long as six months to a year in order to get some 
action. Life insurance policies continue to climb 
with the benefits received being only enough to 
provide for the cost of the funeral. The never 
ending circle goes on. 

Insurance is designed to be an aid to the citizen 
in the time of illness, accident or calamity. It has 
been classified as a saving for that rainy day, yet 
people seem afraid to try and take advantage of 
that aid when the clouds begin to form because of 
the run around given by the insurance companies. 

Despite all the trouble caused, insurance is 


necessary to everyone. In theory it provides 
protection to people who can’t afford It in times 
of extreme need. Most people use their insurance 
benefits only on occasion, some can go through a 
lifetime without making a claim; but the fear of 
cancellation or excessive delay hangs over all of us 
when the time comes for us to use the benefits we 
are supposed to receive when we take out a policy. 

It is not our right to accuse the insurance 
companies of mishandling of accounts, but we do 
have a right to question the method of operation 
when we wait for such a long time for a claim to 
be paid. Insurance companies themselves seem 
hesitant to explain their side of the story, the 
common reply to questions is “we’re working on 
it.” 

Why not let the policy holders know just what 
is being done. In today’s complex society most 
undertakings take more time than they did even 
10 years ago; more red tape is involved and claims 
are more complex than ever before. A common 
insurance policy is as big as a book and the holder 
needs a law degree to figure out what all that fine 
print means. Some explanation by the insurance 


companies involved seems justified. 

There are probably some good reasons for 
excessive delays in the payment of claims. Policy 
holders, however, do not have the insight that 
insurance companies have and the policy holders 
should be made aware of the conditions that face 
the insurance companies when they make a claim 
payment. 

We need to clear the air and perhaps a little 
understanding on both sides will help eliminate 
some of the questions and the fears. 

Insurance Is and should be a valuable 
investment providing protection and security to 
everyone. It’s not fair for policy holders to be kept 
in the dark when so many questions have arisen 
regarding premiums and payment of claims. 

Delays might be a little easier to understand if 
the policyholder knew why it takes so long for 
him to receive payment on a claim when he has 
waited six months for payment after he was told 
he would receive full benefit in six weeks.

Split Worth 
Changing

Except for its city government, Inkster is split in half. For 
purpose of representation in the legislature, finding a 
telephone number, counting noses in the census and probably 
many other things, Inkster is divided along township lines. 

The Nankin Township half of Inkster, that which is west of 
Inkster Rd., is in the West Area Telephone Directory. The 
Dearborn Township half, which is east of Inkster Rd., is in the 
Detroit Directory. 

Half of Inkster is represented by State Rep. Vincent 
Petitpren, State Sen. William Faust, and County Commissioner 
Ralph Turco. The other half is represented by State Rep. Alex 
Pilch, State Sen. N. Lorraine Beebe, and County Commissioner 
John Lesinski. 

Even for purposes of the recent national census, the 
population for the Nankin Township half was calculated in the 
Livonia census office, while the Dearborn Township half was 
calculated in the Dearborn office. 

Frankly it’s ridiculous. Aside from the annoyance of having 
to have two telephone directories and waiting longer for 
census results because two different groups were involved in 
the census-taking, the most serious question is one of 
representation. 

Some people might say that two senators, two 
representatives, and two county commissioners are better than 
one, but I disagree. Any office holder who has 40,000 
Inksterites in his constituency is going to be more concerned 
about them than if he has 20,000 and somebody else has the 
other 20,000. 

This is not to criticize the legislators. I’m just saying Inkster 
would certainly have more political clout if it were represented 
by a single senator, a single representative and a single 
commissioner. 

Nankin Township and Dearborn Township are no longer 
viable political entities. Nankin Township is now Westland, 
Wayne and Garden City. Dearborn Township is now Dearborn 
Heights and West Dearborn. And it’s been that way for several 
years. 

It’s about time that the outmoded township way of 
thinking is abandoned and Inkster is treated as an entity of its 
own, a community with more than 100 years of history 
behind it and one that deserves its place in the scheme of 
things. 

I hope particularly that the state legislature will keep this 
problem in view as reapportionment of legislative districts is 
taken up in the next session.

Listen: Thirty And Out’

We will be hearing the cry, “Thirty and Out,” 
more often in western Wayne County in the 
coming months 

The slogan represents the demand of the United 
Auto Workers union for a retirement plan that will 
put its members out to pasture after thirty years 
of labor for the Big Three auto companies. 

If the UAW wins the retirement plan during its 
coming negotiations with the auto companies, the 
number of retired residents in western Wayne 
County could jump tremendously in a short period 
of time. 

There are already many western Wayne 
residents who would qualify for retirement as soon 
as such a program goes into effect. They are, to a 
great extent, the same men whose presence in the 
Detroit area caused the explosion of population 
into the suburbs. 

They came just before and just after World War 
II to work in the factories of Detroit. They 
married and began to raise families, and their 


children are entering maturity now. In order to 
house them and their families, subdivision after 
subdivision was built in the suburbs. 

With World War II now a full 25 years in the 
past, the cry of ‘Thirty and Out’ is music to the 
ears of these men whose toil in the plants has tired 
them out. 

Those who came to Detroit before the war had 
the advantage of having their years of war service 
counted into their seniority time. So, anyone who 
began working for the Big Three after 1940 would 
now be eligible for retirement under the proposed 
plan. 

Whether the new retirement plan will be good 
for western Wayne remains to be seen, but there 
are some obvious effects that would be felt as the 
older men retire. 

A wealth of new jobs should open up 
immediately. Filling these positions would be 
younger men — many of them the sons of those 
who will be eligible for retirement. 


The hardcore jobless, particularly in Detroit, 
would also benefit. While the auto companies have 
had to make special provisions for hiring the 
jobless, the new retirement plan would open 
enough jobs to assure the hardcore unemployed of 
at least a decent chance of permanent 
employment. 


Chances are that the men who would retire, 
most of them around the age of 50, would be 
adding something to the community in a parttime 
way. Many would seek second jobs, or volunteer 
community activities. 

Most importantly, perhaps, the sight of UAW 
workers retiring at 50 is likely to stir increasing 
pressure for lower retirement ages in other areas of 
occupation. The lowering of the retirement age 
(that many think will not come anytime soon,) 
could begin to snowball with a UAW bargaining 
table victory. 

The face of western Wayne County is changing, 
and 1970 could be a new turning point.

Hose, whether it’s rubber 
or plastic, ages fast in summer 
sun. So hang up your hose 
when it's not in use. 


If you don’t desire to buy 
some type of hanger from a 
store, you merely need a 
circle of juice cans or an old 
bucket screwed to the garage 
or tool house wall. The cans 
or bucket will provide storage 
space for small tools. 


water — near boiling — for 
about 20 seconds. Soften 
only the First half inch of the 
hose this way since additional 
softening may cause the hose 
to buckle behind the 
coupling. 


QUICK COUPLER HELPS 
so tight that they cut the 
hose. 

Small breaks in plastic 
sprinklers can be repaired 
with materials in a small kit 
that you can buy. The kit 
contains patches and a special 
solvent. 

Cut a patch to cover the 
leak, rounding the edges 
carefully. Remove the 
backing from the patch and 
apply solvent to start 
adhesive action. 

Press the patch Firmly in 
place and let it dry. The 


PUSH-PULL COUPLING 
sprinkler will be ready to use. 

To repair plastic hose, cut 
out the damaged section and 
square up the ends. Square 
ends are necessary for a 
watertight union since plastic 
has less flexibility than a 
rubber hose. Use a 
straightedged block as a guide 
when you make the cut. The 
block will also help steady 
the hose. 

Before attaching the repair 
coupling, soften the plastic. 
One method calls for dipping 
the end of the hose in hot 


A candle also provides an 
effective way to soften the 
end of the plastic hose to be 
repaired. Hold the cut end 
over the candle flame and 
twirl it to heat the end 
evenly. Just soften the 
plastic. Don’t heat it until it 
sags. As in the hot water 
technique, soften only a half 
inch on the end. 


While the plastic is still 
soft, insert the metal 
coupling. Use the key 
provided with the coupling 
unit to thread the screw into 
the plastic. The couplers may 
vary in details, but the basic 
principle of all makes is 
similar. 


Read carefully directions 
provided by the manufacturer 
before starting the repair job.

TAP DOWN GRIPPERS 


A shortcut for both storage 
and unwinding your hose 
consists of coiling it into a 
figure eight. Pull the hose out 
straight to eliminate kinks 
and lay it in a Figure eight. 

Then fold the hose into a 
circle for storing. 

When used, the hose will 
uncoil freely without the 
usual kinking or twisting. 

Accessories can save time 
and lengthen the life of a 
hose. Most wear comes from 
sharp bends and twists that 
oreak fibers or weaken plastic 
or rubber. Several 
attachments are available. 


USE HOSE SWIVEL 

Clamp-type bands are used 
to fasten couplings. For a 
snug Fit, the inside diameter 
of the closed band should be 
slightly smaller than outside 
diameter of the hose. Tighten 
the screw so the band will 
fasten the hose securely to 
the coupling. 

To splice a hose, cut out 
the damaged section and 
square off the ends. A band 
of tape around the hose 
makes a good guide for 
squaring up the ends. 

Tap the grippers before 
inserting half of the hose. Be 
careful not to fasten grippers 


Another quick coupling 
works on the principle of the 
sleeve fitting over the fixture 
on the faucet and being held 
by a metal bearing. To attach 
the hose, just push up on 
outside sleeve.

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Faust Resolution Calls For Drug Study Western Wayne Obituaries

Senator William Faust 
(D- Westland) introduced a 
resolution last Wednesday 
calling for a special 
committee to study drugs and 
drug addicts. 

The resolution would look 
into the concept of 
authorizing certain physicians 
to prescribe narcotics to drug 
addicts. Faust said, “This 
segment of our society is 
trapped in an endless circle of 
hopelessness and it is like a 


snow ball going down hill. 
Drug addicts are caught in a 
net of addiction, they need 
money to support their habit, 
they commit crimes to get 
money to support their 
habit, the habit becomes 
more firmly addictive, so 
they have to commit further 
crimes to support their habit, 
and so on, ad infinitum. 


“I am of the opinion,” 
Faust continued, “that we 


must come up with definitive 
answers to this problem in 
our society. Drug abuse and 
related crimes against persons 
and property are rising at an 
alarming rate, while federal 
and state agencies, using 
traditional deterrents of jail 
sentences and fines, have not 
been able to contain these 
increases. Then too, there are 
the thousands of ‘hidden’ 
addicts now receiving no 
treatment, and are perhaps on 
the verge of joining the ranks

of the hard addicts in the 
growing crime rate.” 

Faust cited an innovative 
approach currently in use in 
England, where the 
Dangerous Drug Acts have 
established a program 
whereby certain licensed 
physicians working in 
hospitals or drug treatment 
centers, may legally prescribe 
narcotic drugs for addicts, 
while the addicts are 
concurrently treated in 
psychotherapeutic programs 
they desperately need. Thus, 
the addicts no longer are 


forced to seek and pay 
exhorbitant rates for illegal 
drugs, and therefore need no 
longer resort to crime to 
support their illness. 

The resolution specifically 
calls for the creation of a 
special Senate Committee of 
five members to act now and 
during the recess between the 
1970 and 1971 regular 
sessions of the Legislature.
